Friends: 

This  week  the  Los  Angeles  Homeless  Services  Authority  released  the  results  of 
the  annual  Homeless  Count.  In  2019,  volunteers  counted  36,300  homeless 
individuals  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  --  a  16  percent  increase  over  the  previous 
year. 

The  count  also  provided  numbers  for  each  of  the  15  City  Council  Districts.  The 
13th  District  actually  saw  a  decrease  of  13  people  experiencing  homelessness. 
The  previous  year,  the  13th  District  had  a  10%  decrease.  Still  -  one  unhoused 
person  in  this  city  is  one  too  many,  and  we  have  thousands  of  people  in  urgent 
need. 


As  this  decades-long  crises  continues,  we  must  keep  in  mind  that  while  this 
issue  won’t  be  resolved  overnight,  we  are  making  progress  in  the  area  of 
providing  housing  and  services. 

Over  the  last  several  months,  we  placed  more  than  100  individuals  into 
emergency  and  permanent  housing  in  the  13th  District  -  and  the  work 
continues.  The  city’s  first  measure  HHH  project  is  currenity  under  construction 
(and  past  the  halfway  point!)  in  the  13th  District.  It  will  provide  187  new  units  of 
permanent  housing  for  the  formerly  homeless. 

Here  are  some  of  the  additional  actions  we  have  taken,  and  ones  in  progress, 
to  help  folks  get  into  housing  and  receive  services:

My  office  continues  to  address  homelessness  across  the  13th  District  on  a  daily 
basis.  It  is  the  number  one  most  requested  issue  when  people  contact  us.  I  am 
working  directly  with  our  service  partners  to  reduce  homelessness  and  provide 
more  rapid  re-housing,  permanent  supportive  housing,  and  other  forms  of 
stabilized  housing.  This  will  continue  to  be  an  urgent  priority  across  Los 


Angeles. 


My  goal  is  to  establish  initiatives  that  will  lift  people  out  of  poverty  while 
addressing  the  fundamental  causes  of  homelessness.  This  is  my  priority  as  the 
Chair  of  the  Homelessness  and  Poverty  Committee,  and  I  know  that  together 
we  can  reverse  the  trajectory  of  the  number  one  challenge  we  face  in  the  city  of 
Los  Angeles.
